She 
stated that they were accepting donations, volunteer 
hours, sponsorship, and swimmers, and thaj they had set 
a goal of $40,000.

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The Telling of Tales

1 wish we’d had a hometown newspaper when I was 
growing up. That would’ve been fun. Of course, we did 
have The Atlantic City Press —"good for wrapping fish,” 
by popular consensus. Not even a newsletter was pub¬ 
lished about my little town. Not enough readers, I guess. 
Who’d ever heard of AbseconV. If you wj^w^ to know 
the local history, you had to talk with Mrs. Evans, the 
fifth grade teacher who’d lived over on Route 9 forever 
and knew about everything. Or you had to check out one 
or two outdated books at the living room-sized library. 

Or, if you wanted the re«//v juicy stories about what 
had gone down in our tragically un-hip town, you hung 
out at the Hi-Point Inn or Crossroads Diner or any 
clammers and fishermen hauled in their catch^^^^ 
older counter clerks at Wemerbrooks. Anywhe^^Wre 
was a circle of older gents gathered ’round some brew, 
there was bound to be some wild tall tale telling. Buried 
way down deep under colorful layers of exaggeration 
and laughter lay precious nuggets of truth. You had to 
be a practiced listener to sift them out. 

My maternal grandfather was one of the best story¬ 
tellers of all. Since I was a girl. I never got to hear the 
bawdier tales—Granddad frowned on that. But he used 
to sing sailor songs to my cousins and me at the supper 
table (much to Grandma’s chagrin), and regale every¬ 
one with dire recollections of the Depression. (“The next 
one’s Just around the comer!” he’d warn—his philoso¬ 
phy since, oh, WWIl.) Hearing him tell of the night his 
rum-running pals got gunned down by the Feds in 
Absecon Bay thrilled me. But my favorite was about the 
guy who hit a deer while driving through the moonlit 
pines. It was a warm night, so the car windows were 
open. Granddad swore that deer wound up in the back 
seat—then got up and ran away! 

Uh-huh. 

Well, South Jersey has a rich history of storytelling. 
The Pine Barrens have spawned wonderful folk tales. 
The Jersey Devil is the most famous character (part 
horse, part man, all beast, with an appetite for naughty 
children—scared me into being a good little girl). And 
of course there was reputed witch Peggy Clevenger, 
whose greedy attachment to a bag of gold led to the 
mysterious burning of her house and her unpopular self. 
People who live in the pines—“pineys”—are renowned 
for their leg-pulling and yam-spinning talents. Granddad 
just carried on a grand tradition with a wink and a sly 
smile. ‘ 

It’s not much different in Sierra Madre, really. Here, 
of course, you hang out at Beantown or Village Pizza 
or Lozano or with the Sandwich Stop lunchtime crowd 
to pick up great stories. Oi, before its closing, Mary’s 
Store. Lots of folks stop me at Happy’s to chat about the 
paper (thanks for the good reviews!) and share fun tid¬ 
bits they’ve heard. It’s a key thread in the binding fab¬ 
ric of small town life. 

But I’d really like to know—what’s the canyon coun¬ 
terpart to the Jersey Devil?

Attention: Spring Gardeners

Many of us consider having native, drought-resistant 
plants in our yards someday. Some of us already have 
some and want to learn more about their care and propa¬ 
gation. We will have the opportunity to personally get 
acquainted with a number of local native plants this Sat¬ 
urday morning at the entrance to our own Bailey Can¬ 
yon. 

Susan Carlson, longtime Sierra Madrean, artist and 
native plant gardener, will be on hand Saturday, Mar. 18, 
from 9 to 11 a.m., in the “lower canyon,” adjacent to the 
parking lot for Bailey Canyon. She and other members 
of SMEAC (Sierra Madre Environmental Action Coun¬ 
cil) have been protecting and planting a number of na¬ 
tive species in the lower canyon for years. This is our 
opportunity to come and see and ask questions. No hik¬ 
ing is necessary. Coffee will be available and people are 
welcome to stick around and help pull weeds if they 
wish. 

Right now several plants are either in bloom or about 
to bloom: ceanothus, fremontia, mallow, currant and 
bush sunflower, among others. Laurel sumac, black sage 
and white sage are also found in this area. 

Bailey Canyon can be reached by going north up Lima 
to the top and turning left for about a block. 

For those interested in going a step further, there will 
be a talk on “American Indian Medicinal Plants” at the 
Southwest Museum Sunday, Mar. 25, at 3 p.m. The 
speaker will be Dr. Donald A. Grinde Jr., Professor of 
History and Ethnic Studies at Cal Poly, San Luis Obispo.

It becomes ever more 
clear that “the power to tax 
involves the power to de¬ 
stroy,” as John Marshall 
said. 

And it becomes ever 
more obvious that the 
government’s power to 


spend can destroy as well. 
But now I have quit 
preachin’ “and gone to 
meddlin’.” 

It is true that for most of 
Uncle Sam’s nephews, and 
for Uncle himself, it is no 
longer a question of “how 
much can we spend,” but 
“how much can we bor¬ 
row.” And we can’t blame 
the IRS for that. Appar¬ 
ently, most of us have 
champagne appetites but 
beer incomes. Trouble is, 
the burps can become 
chronic stomach aches.

Ginny Joyce

Local resident Judy Webb-Martin hosted a coffee in 
her home Monday night for Ginny Joyce, Republican 
candidate for the 59th 5tate Assembly District. This is 
the seat Vacated by Richard Mountjoy. The special elec¬ 
tion will be held Apr. 11 to fill the seat and if a runoff is 
necessary it will be held June 6. 

Joyce has been a two-term member of the Duarte City 
Council (elected 1987 and re-elected 1991) and their first 
woman mayor. She has had significant experience at 
local, state and national levels, giving testimony before station at 
committees on behalf of many local agencies. Her sup¬ 
porters include a long list of community leaders in the 
area, those in education and Sheriff Sherman Block. 

She has been vice president of the L.A. Division 
League of California Cities, Executive Board Member 
of the San Gabriel Valley As.sociation of Cities, Mem¬ 
ber of the State Resolutions Committee, Executive Board 
Member of the San Gabriel Valley Commerce & Cities 
Consortium. Member of the State Policy Committee on 
Housing & Economic Development, Director and chair¬ 
person of the L.A. County Sanitation, Districts 15 and 
22, Director of the Southern California Joint Powers 
Insurance Authority, etc. 

On a personal level, Joyce, age 57, has been a widow 
for three and a half years, and is a mother of two and has 
two grandchildren. 

She earned a B.A. degree from the University of 
Rochester, and owned and operated her own real estate 
brokerage company for 13 years. She has been a San 
Gabriel Valley resident since 1969 and served on real 
estate boards and committees. Her community involve¬ 
ment includes membership in the Duarte Woman’s Club; 

Monrovia Guild of Children’s Ho.spital; Director. Cit¬ 
rus College Foundation; and member, director and vice 
president. Duarte Chamber of Commerce. Additionally, 
she established and is trustee for the Paul Joyce Memo¬ 
rial Scholarship. 

Joyce told the group gathered at Webb-Martin’s home 
that she now has the time to devote to the assembly seat 
and to be a representative for small cities and local gov¬ 
ernment. Her focus will be on reducing size, cost and 
burden of government, a first priority of public safety, 
and an “across the board” five percent tax cut for both 
personal and business tax rates that she said could stimu¬ 
late 200,{XX) jobs in the next four years. She feels Cali¬ 
fornians deserve better than they’re getting, particularly 
at the local level. 

The Fifty-ninth State Assembly District includes the 
cities of Sierra Madre, Arcadia, Duarte, Claremont, 

Covina, Glendora, La Verne, San Dimas, Temple City 
and Monrovia.

We have so many plans for this coming weekend at The 
Arboretum. 

Saturday, Mar. 18, is the first of the new quarterly 
series, “Four Seasons of Herbs." Herbs grow all year in 
Southern California—many of them are perennials. In 
each season there are annuals which can be started and 
enjoyed soon in our normally benign climate. 

Paul Alderson has been working in the Herb Garden 
at The Arboretum with clients from Casa Colima in their 
horticultural therapy program. He not only knows this 
garden well, but grows herbs at home and has been us¬ 
ing them for years. With Paul as our teacher, we will 
learn about herbs as they are intertwined with our cul¬ 
ture, foods and medicines.

More yellow is supplied by Euryops, a yellow daisy 
native to South Africa. Once again, this plant is fairly 
drought tolerant once established. Planted together, they 
make a screen of sunshine—something we appreciated 
this last week.

Keep Your Eye on the Prize 

Sunday’s second reading was from St. Paul’s letter 
to the Philippians. “Be imitators of me, my brothers. 

Take as your guide those who follow the example that 
we set. Unfortunately, many go about in a way which 
shows them to be enemies of the cross of Christ. I have 
often said this to you before, this time I say it with tears. 

Such as these will end in disaster! Their God is their belly 
and their glory is in their shame. I am talking about those 
who are set upon the things of this world. As you well 
know, we have our citizenship in Heaven; it is from there 
that we eagerly await the coming of our Savior, the Lord 
Jesus Christ. He will give a new form to this lowly body 
of ours and remake it according to the pattern of His 
glorified body, by His power to subject everything to 
Himself.” 

This reading is filled with strong emotions. It is “with 
tears” that Paul remembers that there are those who act 
like enemies of Christ. Their problem seems to be ab¬ 
sorption in the things of this world and the correspond¬ 
ing inability to behave like people who know where their 
true home is. To say that one’s god is one’s stomach is 
about as vivid an image as we can imagine. And it strikes 
home with special force during the Lenten season, when 
we are reminded constantly that “not on bread alone” do 
we live! 

The real tragedy for those whose sights are set so low 
is that the transformation we are to undergo in Christ 
escapes them. It is not possible to live in anticipation of 
our true home when we are so tied to this present exist¬ 
ence. The virtue of detachment is what Paul counsels With love from her family 

Imagine running from the northwest comer of town, 
up Mt. Wilson Trail to Orchard Camp, having lunch, 
mnning back down to the canyon pool for an all-after¬ 
noon swim, and running home for dinner. Then more 
play after dinner. Not an unusual day for Jane in her 
youth. She and her friends ran everywhere. 

Bom in Memphis, TN, on Jan. 22,1922, Jane and her 
family moved to Sierra Madre in 1927 to join relatives 
already living in California. They came by train, and they 
stayed. Jane grew up during a time when you could catch 
wild rabbits in your backyard and mn diagonally across 
town through orange groves and vineyards without 
crossing a paved road. She was one of seven children (in¬ 
cluding John, Robert, Sylvia, Sheilah, Eugene, and 
Donald) who experienced the Great Depression, the 
early death of their father. World War II, the Korean 
War, and a great deal of fun. She “skinned the cat” on 
the old Ford Model As. She grew up loving this town, 
loving its people, and marrying one of its maverick in¬ 
habitants, John Buchan. Although they created a lot of 
mischief in their youth, they were also civic-minded, and 
it was not unusual that Jane should have become a vol¬ 
unteer and motivating force behind organizations like the 
Sierra Madre Civic Club, Women’s Club, Hospital Aux¬ 
iliary, Red Cross, Firemen’s Wives, Women’s Federa¬ 
tion, Monrovia Health Council, and TOPS, to name a 
few. Doing for others ran in her blood, and she loved it. 
She was not averse to calling Dave Roess (of Roess’ 
Market) at 2 a.m. and getting him to come down and 
open his store in order to prepare food for the volunteer 
firemen battling hillside flames. This was during a time 
when 24-hour convenience stores were not an option. 

Jane was filled with great creativity and wonderfully 
offbeat ideas. She had a flair for costumes and a talent 
for the stage. She took advantage of this by coordinat¬ 
ing a dance troupe called ‘The Bulging Belles” (com¬ 
prised of Jane, Barbara Dunnagan, Myrt Waite, Joan 
Agee, and Mary Buchan) and working for years with acts 
for the PTA and other special projects. 

She was an objective, loving, dependable, straightfor¬ 
ward humanitarian. She had a special touch and an un¬ 
derstanding that could bridge any gap. She was grace¬ 
ful and strong. She was an athlete. She saved lives. She 
was an exceptional mother. She was an instigator, un¬ 
conventional, and unafraid. And she could really laugh. 
She was truly motivated by love for her fellow man, and 
she did not require acclaim for her efforts. She was 
lovely. 

She was fortunate to have had many dear friends who 
also contributed so much to this town. She said she had 
more than her share of love during her lifetime. 

She came. 

She saw. 

She did. 

She left.

Life to Celebrate

Alden Webster died Friday, Mar. 10. Dinner was 
ready and his wife, Doris, had gone in to wake him from 
a nap. He did not respond; he had just slipped away. 

He was 88 and had been in poor health, but this fan¬ 
tastic man lived a life to celebrate. With his strong dedi¬ 
cation and his caring for others, he accomplished much. 

For over 50 years he conducted business at an insur¬ 
ance agency here, but it was his tremendous talent as a 
musician for which we’ll remember him. In his later 
years he was close to blindness, hard of hearing and 
wracked with asthma, but still played the piano and or¬ 
gan better than someone with no such physical limita¬ 
tions. 

There is hardly a piano or organ in this area that he 
did not keep in good repair. Until poor health limited 
him, he made daily trips to the Union Rescue Mission 
in Los Angeles to play for the homeless. Faithfully he 
was at our Sierra Madre Skilled Nursing Facility on 
weekends, providing music for the residents. For years 
his music resounded at the Sierra Madre Woman’s Club 
for such annual events as their Prayer Breakfast and July

No. Ciuinea pigs are unique in that they van't 
produce their own vitamin C ami they must 
get it in their fcx>d or water supply. Vitamin ( 
deficiency results in scurvy. Symptoms of 
scurvy include loss of appetite, swollen painful 
joints, poor bone and tooth development, liair 
loss and bleeding from gums. Adequate levels 
of vitamin C are usually included in jx-llet diets 
for guinea pigs. However, improper storage and 
handling to the (x-llets results in loss of vitamin 
C. It is ini(X)rtant that you don't keep guinea 
pig (x-llets stored tor more than a tew months 
and I recommend supplementing them with 
additional vitamin c;. Since vitamin C is a water 
soluble vitamin what is not used it excreted by 
the kidneys into the urine.

Enchanted hy the si.yht and scents of purple blossoms 
popping all over town.

With all these iptestions and niy not-e.xactly-green 
thumb. I called up local yardener extraordinaire Lew 
Watanabe. Here are some of his helpful suggestions: 

Q: Where should I go to find wistaria? 

“Most any nursery will carry wistaria vines. You can 
get them in one-gallon cans, fives, or fifteens. They re 
generally available in tree fomi in fives and fifteens. 

Q: Is any size or type better for growing. 

“No It depends on what style you want— whether you 
want a tree or regular vine form. It takes several years 
to get a real nice specimen of tree wistaria. 

Q: Where should I plant it? 

“Wistaria is not particular about the soil. However, 
one thing they do need is good drainage They also need 
a lot of sun. They’ll bloom better in the sun than m the 

shade. 

Q: Does it need a post or fence? 

“A tree, of course, would require a post to support it 
for several years. Vines can be trained on trellisses or 

lattice work, or over arbors, etc. 

Q: What’s the best way to plant wistaria? 

“The recommended procedure would be to dig the 
hole twice as wide and halt again the depth (as the root 
ball), and use the planting mix—about .‘vO/.^O with plant¬ 
ing mix and the soil. After you’ve made your mix, re¬ 
pack the soil back into the bottom of the hole to bring 
the top part of the ball level with the surrounding soil 
Tnn the coil in fimilv around it. make a water catch

Although it’s been a year since the tragedy occurred, 
the victim’s family, with the support of the Arcadia Chi¬ 
nese Association, has maintained the $10,000 reward for 
information that will lead to the arrest and conviction of 
the driver.

Your Fire Department: Arcadia is proud and fortu¬ 
nate to have a fire department that is rated Class 1 by 
the Insurance Services Office. There are only 16 such 
fire department ratings in the U.S. 

The department has a total of 67 employees with 60 
directly involved with fire suppression. These individu¬ 
als are divided into three platoons of 20 each. The 
firefighters work 24-hour shifts from 8 a.m. to 8 a.m., 
so their station is their home away from home. 

Their average response time is three minutes, with the 
standard being five minutes. 

Following is a partial li.st of fire regulations of which 
you should be aware: 

• Smoke detectors are required in all single-family 
dwellings, apartments, condominiums, hotels and mo¬ 
tels. 

• Fire retardant roofing materials are required for all 
new buildings, and for replacement of existing roofs. 

• Iron bars, grills and grates are prohibited on win¬ 
dows unless they are provided with an emergency re¬ 
lease device that requires no key, special knowledge, or 
effort to open, and the building is equipped with smoke 
detectors. 

• Storage of combustible refuse and waste materials 
at apartments and condominiums shall be in approved 
noncombustible containers. 

• The open burning of any material is prohibited. 

• Possession, display for sales, storage, use, manufac¬ 
ture and sales of fireworks is prohibited within city lim¬ 
its. 

More detailed information regarding fire safety regu¬ 
lations is available for public review in the City Fire 
Code. Copies of the Fire Code are located at the office 
of the City Clerk, the Library and the nearest fire sta¬

At the recent Coordinating Council luncheon, held at 
the Holiday Inn in Monrovia, Bill Kelly updated us on 
recent developments regarding the “Downtown 2000” 
project. New landscaping is projected to create a unique 
identification for the city, as opposed to the cities of 
Monrovia, Duarte, etc. With plans to eliminate the “lol¬ 
lipop” trees along the downtown corridor, these trees will 
be replaced with foliage that yields color all year round,, 
according to Kelly. 1920-30 vintage-style lighting and 
benches will give a more “pedestrian” feeling to the area. 

Huntington Drive will remain a thoroughfare, but 
First Ave. will have a more “local feeling; the ‘real’ 
downtown.” Festivals, farmer’s market, and other com¬ 
munity events could possibly be held on this street. 

In terms of construction, the city plans to close half 
of Huntington drive at a time to allow for through traf¬ 
fic once racing season is over. “This is a very aggres¬ 
sive project,” explained Kelly, who feels strongly that 
action should be taken to avoid decline of the area. 
“Hopefully we’ll see lots of bulldozers there this sum¬ 
mer.” 

In addition to the renovation plans for downtown, 
Kelly discussed the city budget. For the first time in 
three years, Arcadia’s revenue will meet its budget, due 
primarily to Nordstrom and other stores at Santa Anita 
Fashion Park. The projection is that Arcadia will be 
“$150,000 in the black” for 1995, says Kelly. Taking a 
conservative stance, he assured everyone that “we’re not 
going to live beyond our means.”

Your recent article covering the Arcadia Lady 
Apaches’ playoff soccer games stated very well the trag¬ 
edies happening in the soccer field everyday in both var¬ 
sity and junior varsity games all over Southern Califor¬ 
nia. I have played soccer for many years and for over 
20 years I have been refereeing both AYSO, Club 
leagues and College games. I must admit that the worst 
refereeing I have seen is the high school games. Two 
years ago, I attended the high school refereeing meet¬ 
ings. To my surprise that anybody who attends this 
meeting will referee the following day. If you can afford 
to buy a uniform and a whistle, you are in the field. All 
the tests and clinics is nothing but paperwork to prove 
that they are doing something. In reality, whoever can 
be in the field at 3:15 p.m., he is a referee. The majority 
of the referees are unemployed, who in general do not 
speak English and they cannot communicate with the 
kids. Most of them do not show up on time and you will 
end up with one referee. Forget about the knowledge of 
the laws of the game. 

The kids who are playing soccer at all high school 
levels had played soccer in club leagues and have been 
refereed by the USSF referees for several years. They 
have seen the three-man system, and they played under 
the best refereeing system in this country. It is a crime 
that when they reach the high school level that we ex¬ 
pose them to this unjustified borderline criminal refer¬ 
eeing. 

Let CIF contract with the USSF local chapters to pro¬ 
vide quality three-man referee system. With the popu¬ 
larity of soccer, let us move the games to be played late 
in the afternoon, the evenings, and all day Saturdays 
where the good referees are available. Parents and 
friends will attend the games. Any additional cost for the 
lights will be absorbed by charging for tickets or addi¬ 
tional donations through the boo.ster clubs. 

In Arcadia, we have both the city hall and the Arcadia 
High School fields lighted and available during the soc¬ 
cer season. Let us use the facilities we have. 

And finally, imagine a beautiful Friday evening in the 
city hall field with a doubleheader. The JV’s will play 
at 5 p.m., and will be followed by the varsity team at 6:30 
p.m.. Good referees will be available. Hundreds of par¬ 
ents, friends, relatives, neighbors, and soccer fans will 
be there to enjoy soccer!

League Baseball imposes a $6 per-uniform fee on Little 
League teams that use any of their teams’ names & in¬ 
signias. I was so upset about it that I attempted to get 
through on the air to comment. (I have gotten through 
two other times on other issues). Unfortunately, 1 got a 
busy signal this time. 

What do you think about this?? 

Even though Little League is not considered a char¬ 
ity, it’s not exactly a profit organization either. Little 
League builds character, teaches teamwork and other 
social skills, and keeps a lot of children off the street. 
Some families and single parents like myself do not have 
a lot of extra money to spend. I feel that organized sports 
is important enough for my child that I am willing to 
spend the money for him to participate. Major League 
Baseball has a lot of nerve to ask an extra $61! They 
should realize that they are getting a lot more than $6 
out of it as it is.

this issue and waive the fee for Little League teams ev¬ 
erywhere. They support so many children’s charities, I 
can’t believe they would adhere to this. If they were the 
first to do so. I’m sure the other MLB teams would fol¬ 
low suit. 

Your comments?? 

What a fascinating can of worms you ’ve opened! / can 
certainly relate to Little League as being a wonderful fan 
base for MLB. I’m an ex-coach and player, and my first 
team was the Continental League Mets, in Hacienda 
Heights. I’ve been a Mets fan ever since, and still recall 
the thrill of their improbable 1986 World Series win. To 
address the concerns you bring up. I’ll move through a 
couple of them, briefly. 

First, I don’t think it would be possible for the Dodg¬ 
ers to divorce themselves from MLB. The term “Dodg¬ 
ers, ” to the best of my knowledge, is an MLB trademark, 
and doesn ’t belong to the Dodgers. I agree that Little 
League does a lot for MLB, and vice-versa, however. 
You’ve pointed out some of the things the Dodgers do 
locally, and it’s much the same in other cities. It Just 
seems hypocritical to say that some charges are for “use 
of a trademark name. ’’ 

Possible solutions? I guess the question is, “How 
much does it bother you?" If it offends you deeply, a 
possible solution would be to contact others in your lo¬ 
cal league, and discuss the possibility of using other 
team names. There are collegiate names (Bruins, Tro¬ 
jans), generic names (Stars, Bombers), and leagues in 
some areas offer tribute to the old Negro League 
(Crawfords, Grays), none of which have any affiliation 
to MLB. If you’ve read any of my editorials, you know 
already that I’m not a fan of the MLB owners, and hold 
them more culpable than the players for the current 
strike. (BTW, you might want to consider being an Ori¬ 
oles fan. Their owner is the only one not caving in on 
the replacement players issue. Much to the consterna¬ 
tion of the other owners, he is forfeiting names rather 
than fielding second-raters.) 

HOWEVER...there’s a rub. MLB says it simply isn’t 
true. Perhaps it’s a rumor started to further undermine 
support for the MLB owners. (By the players? By the 
NBA? I dunno.) In a letter to The L.A. Times, Don 
Gibson (Vice President, General Counsel, Office of the 
Commissioner, MLB) categorically denied those re¬ 
ports. He citesM guarantee thaLthe amount, qf money- 
donated by MLB to Little League will exceed the amount 
they receive from the sale of licensed goods to youth 
organizations. He stresses that MLB wants the kids to 
“feel connected with MLB through their youth team 
names and logos. ” 

What MLB is doing, according to Gibson, is crack¬ 
ing down on manufacturers that sell unlicensed mer¬ 
chandise. This merchandise, generally low-quality, 
breaks federal trademark laws. Gibson suggests that this 
crackdown is being misconstrued as an attempt to gar¬ 
ner more money from sales of the MLB products, which 
Gibson denies. 

So... it could very well be much ado about nothing. I 
can’t believe that Gibson would simply deny it, if it’s a 
matter ofpublic record. Is the rumor just a rumor? Did 
you pay more for your son to play Little League this 
year?

Boston Shima II says 
people “just don’t get it.’’ 

When he tells them that 
he’s the assistant basket¬ 
ball coach at Pasadena 
High School, it’s like they 
ask him what he’s going to 
do when he grows up. 

Shima, however, at age 25 
is doing exactly what he 
wants to be doing. 

Shima grew up in Sierra 
Madre. He went to Sierra 
Madre Elementary School 
and Pasadena High 
School, and is currently at¬ 
tending La Verne Univer¬ 
sity, studying Athletic 
Training.
